board of trustees of the postal sav­ 
ings hanks met today for the first 
time to organize for the great task 
ahead of 
it, 
Postm aster 
General 
Hitchcock laid before the members 
^ h e first application which he has re­ 
ceived for the establishment of 
a 
bank. It came from Galveston, Tex., 
and was signed by a number of citi­ 
zens. He also called attention to the 
fact that thereafter numerous other 
petitions were received, a single one 
coming iftfm the New England states. 
Banks Board Meets. 
The meeting of the board was a t­ 
tended by Postm aster General Hitch­ 
cock, secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh and Attorney General Wicker- 
sham. The trustees elected Theodore 
WTeed, who is the chief clerk of the 
postoffice 
department, 
as 
secretary 
of the board and ratified the appoint­ 
m ent of a committee by Mr. Hitch­ 
cock for the purpose of working out 
the business details of the new insti­ 
tution. H. H. Thompson, superintend­ 
ent of the division of finance of the 
postoffice department, is chairman of 
that committee. 


Details of Plan. 
The 
Bureau 
of 
Engraving today 
submitted to the postmaster a tenta­ 
tive form to be used by depositors 
in 
making 
deposits 
in 
the 
postal 
banks, with the special stamps to be 
used. The sample is a card about five 
by three inches asd is divided into 
ten squares. In the upper left hand 
square is printed the design of the 
proposed 
10-cent 
stamp 
and 
each 
card when full would represent one 
dollar in value, which is the minimum 
am ount that can be deposited. The 
idea is to sell the cards with one 
stamp already affixed for IO cents. 
The stam p are to be had at all pos­ 
tal bank offices and whenever ten 
such stam ps have been accumulated 
and the card is turned into the post­ 
office, the holder is to be credited 
with a $1 deposit. 
The board today was not ready to 
pass upon this detail of the scheme 
though the members commended its 
apparent simplicity. This latter is to

4.—Col. 
Roosevelt’s preliminary survey of the 
field of battle has 
been 
completed. 
Like a good general, he has nothing 
to say of his plans. 
Lloyd C. Griscom, president of the 
New York republican county com m u­ 
te, did not stay over night on Saga­ 
more Hill as had been expected. Be­ 
fore he left he gave Col. Roosevelt a 
first hand account of just how the 
colonel was beaten last week at Al­ 
bany in the fight for the direct pri­ 
mary in the legislature. 
The results of the conferences have 
not been disclosed. Mr. Griscom said 
before he went up Sagamore Hill that 
he would not utter a word of what 
Col. Roosevelt and he had to say, and 
the colonel Sunday was equally re­ 
ticent. 
He let it be known, how’ever, 
that the real object of the conference 
was to diagnose what 
he 
considers 
the ills of republicanism in the state. 
The prescription has not been w’rit- 
ten and in all probability will not be 
until after several other specialists 
have been summoned in consultation.

Rioting between' whites and blacks 
broke out in seven different points in 
the city tonight following the an­ 
nouncement of the Johnson-Jeffries 
fight. 
One negro was dragged from 
a 
street car and severely beaten. 


Ugly Situation in Georgia. 
Atlanta, Ga., July 4.—Trouble be­ 
tween the blacks and whites as an 
outgrowth 
of Johnson-Jeffries 
fight 
was narrowly averted tonight when 
the police arrested 
half 
a 
dozen 
whites and one negro. The black yell­ 
ed: 
“H urrah 
for 
Johnson!” on 
a 
crowded downtown street. 
He held 
a knife in his hand, and in an in­ 
stant several white men had struck 
him. The police used their clubs free­ 
ly after the whites had chased the 
negro into an alley. 
The streets are thronged with men 
of both races in a nasty humor, but 
the police are vigilant and say they 
can prevent trouble. 
The first disorder arose 
at 
the 
Grand Opera house, where a mixed 
audience 
heard 
the 
fight 
bulletins 
read. Later, some negroes started a 
parade to celebrate the victory of 
their 
fellow-black. 
This the 
police 
stopped at once. 
On the order of 
the 
police 
com­ 
mission, the mounted men, the re­ 
serves and the detectives force were 
called out and the downtown streets 
patrolled. 
Six Receive Wounds. 
Roanoke, Va., July 4.—Six negroes 
with broken heads, six white men 
locked up and one white man, Joe 
Chockley, 
with 
a 
bullet 
wound 
through his skull and probably fatal­ 
ly wounded, 
Is 
the 
net 
result 
of 
clashes here tonight following the an­ 
nouncement that Jack Johnson had 
defeated Jam es J. Jeffries. Trouble 
started when a negro, who had just 
heard the news from Reno, said: 
“Now, I guess the white, folks will 
let the negroes alone.” 
A white man replied: “No,” and the 
two clashed. Police had difficulty in 
landing the two in jail, being com­ 
pelled to draw their revolvers. Later 
a negro shot Chockley and escaped 
The chief of police had the saloons 
closed a half hour ahead of the reg­ 
ular closing hour. 


Number of Fights in Fort Worth. 
Fort Worth, Tex., 
July 
4.—Every 
available man of the police depart­ 
ment, special officer, have been on 
duty tonight to quell disorders aris­ 
ing from the Johnson-Jeffries fight. 
Numerous affrays among white men 
have occurred on street corners and 
in saloons and several negroes who 
shouted for Johnson have been rough­ 
ly handled by whites. The outcome of 
the big fight caused general disgust 
and dissatisfaction here, where Jef­ 
fries was a hot favorite, and those 
who lost money on the battle are ex­ 
ceedingly sore and rastly provoker 
into quarrels or affrays. 
Many ar­ 
rests have been made. 
Pollee Use Clubs. 
St. Louis, Mo., July 4.— Rioting in 
a negro section of St. Louis at Mark­ 
et street and Jefferson avenue fol* 
lowed quickly upon the announce­ 
ment that Jack Johnson was the vic­ 
tor in the Reno prize fight. 
The Eighth District police respond­ 
ed to a riot call, but were powerless 
to cope with the negroes, who were 
blocking traffic and making threats. 
A second call to the Central District 
brought out a score of policemen. The 
negroes were clubbed into submission 
and dispersed.

Crowd Chases Negro. 
Cincinnati, O., July 4.— Interm ittent 
rioting followed the announcement of 
the result of the Jeffries-John9on fight 
and called the police to several sec­ 
tions of the city. On Vim* street, the 
leading thoroughfare of the city, a 
mob of hundreds of whites chased a 
negro, who was alleged to have made 
offensive rem arks. He was rescued 
by being allowed to ascend an eleva­ 
tor in a hotel. 
Riots in Pittsburg. 
Pittsburg. Pa., July 4 —-Less than 
half an hour after the fight result 
was announced three riot calls were 
sent in from two police precincts in 
the Negro Hill district. 
Street cars were held up and in­ 
sulting epithets were hurled at the 
passengers. 
Patrolmen have been summoned to 
this district from all sections of the 
‘ city. 
New Orleans Negro Severely Beaten. 
New Orleans, La., July 4.—While a 
throng of thousands 
were 
gathered 
along nawspaper row in Camp street 
this afternoon awaiting the returns 
from the Jeffries-Johnson fight, a ne­ 
gro set up the shout, “ H urrah for 
Johnson.” He was seized by a number 
of youthful bystanders and severely 
beaten, but was finally rescued by 
policemen.

to have shot Fox in the back wrhile 
riding in his wagon two miles from 
town Saturday night. He died after 
identifying his assailants. 


Sunday 
morning 
farm ers 
began 
flocking into Charleston. Alarmed by 
threats of lynching, Sheriff Culp ap­ 
pealed to Governor Hadley for assist­ 
ance by telephone and sw'ore in a 
number of deputies. 
The 
sheriffs 
were powerless to check the mob, 
however. It required two hours to 
break into the jail. The men rushed 
in upon the frightened negroes at 3:30 
o’clock and with yells took them out­ 
side. One negro was hanged immedi­ 
ately in the jail yard, after he had 
confessed. The other negro was hur­ 
ried into an automobile and taken to 
the spot where he had hidden the re­ 
v i v e r with which Fox was shot. This 
weapon was obtained, the negro was 
taken back to Charleston.
